(2) The requirements for technological break-7

throughs in hypersonics have largely been estab-8

lished, allowing pursuit of hypersonic glide weapons 9

without a prohibitive budget effect.

way, including conventional prompt global strike 13

(CPS) weapons system, the Hypersonic Air-Breath-14

ing Weapon Concept, and the Tactical Boost Glide 15

program.

(4) In testimony before the Committee on 17

Armed Services of the Senate on April 4, 2017, the 18

Commander of United States Strategic Command, 19

General John Hyten, identified the conventional 20

prompt global strike weapons system as the ‘‘leading 21

technology maturation effort in the realm of 22

hypersonics’’ and stated that his command sees ‘‘an 23

operational need for a CPS capabilities by the mid- 24

2020s.’’. 25
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(5) Hypersonic weapons present a radical 1

change in warfare, because they can circumvent 2

many of the challenges associated with contested 3

warfare and integrated air defenses. 4

(6) Hypersonic weapons may provide solutions 5

to difficult problem sets, such as anti-access area de-6

nial schemes, deeply buried or hardened target sets, 7

and mobile high value target sets. 8

(7) Other countries are aggressively pursuing 9

hypersonic weapons at an alarming rate that threat-10

en to outpace the United States if the United States 11

does not more aggressively pursue development of 12

hypersonic weapons. 13

(8) The Air Force has a $10,000,000 require-14

ment on the Unfunded Priority List for hypersonic 15

prototyping. 16

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Con-17

gress that— 18

(1) the Department of Defense should expedite 19

testing, evaluation, and acquisition of hypersonic 20

weapon systems to meet the stated needs of the 21

warfighter; 22

(2) testing of such weapon systems should in-23

clude flight testing, ground based testing, and un-24

derwater launch testing; 25
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(3) the Department of Defense should adhere 1

to the requirement in section 1688 of the National 2

Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2017 3

(Public Law 114–328) to proceed to a Milestone A 4

decision on the conventional prompt global strike 5

weapons system not later than September 30, 2020, 6

or the date that is 240 days after the successful 7

completion of intermediate range flight 2 of such 8

system; 9

(4) the United States cannot afford to lose its 10

advantage over foreign countries in developing 11

hypersonic weapons; and 12

(5) the Department of Defense should focus on 13

the next generation of weapon systems, including 14

third offset technologies, such as hypersonics. 15

of Agriculture and the Secretary of the Interior, may, as 13

the Secretary determines appropriate, collectively des-14

ignate one or more sentinel landscapes. 15

ciently work together for the mutual benefit of conserva-19

tion, working lands, and national defense, and to encour-20

age private landowners to engage in voluntary land man-21

agement and conservation activities that contribute to the 22

sustainment of military installations, ranges, and airspace. 23

(d) PRIORITY CONSIDERATION.—The Secretary of 24

Agriculture and the Secretary of the Interior may give to 25
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any eligible landowner or agricultural producer within a 1

designated sentinel landscape priority consideration for 2

participation in any easement, grant, or assistance pro-3

grams administered by that Secretary’s department. Par-4

ticipation in any such program pursuant to this section 5

shall be voluntary. 6

(e) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 7

(1) MILITARY INSTALLATION.—The term ‘‘mili-8

tary installation’’ has the same meaning as provided 9

in section 670(1) of title 16, United States Code. 10

(2) STATE-OWNED NATIONAL GUARD INSTALLA-11

TION.—The term ‘‘State-owned National Guard in-12

stallation’’ has the same meaning as provided in sec-13

tion 670(3) of title 16, United States Code.

(3) SENTINEL LANDSCAPE.—The term ‘‘sen-15

tinel landscape’’ means a landscape-scale area en-16

compassing— 17

(A) one or more military installations or 18

(B) the working or natural lands that 21

serve to protect and support the rural economy, 22

the natural environment, outdoor recreation, 23

Guard installation or installations. 2

SEC. 312. INCREASED PERCENTAGE OF SUSTAINMENT 7

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(3) to execute all means available to achieve 1

training and readiness goals and objectives of the 2

terprise through the application of Department of 5

the Navy policy and resources, partnering with the 6

other Armed Forces, allies, and friends, and employ-7

ing the use of industry contracted services. 8

(b) PLAN ELEMENTS.—The plan required under sub-9

section (a) shall include enterprise goals, objectives, con-10

cepts of operations, phased implementation timelines, 11

analysis of expected readiness improvements, prioritized 12

resource requirements, and such other matters as the 13

Chief of Naval Operations and Commandant of the Marine 14

Corps consider appropriate. 15

(c) SUBMITTAL OF PLAN AND BRIEFING.—Not later 16

than March 1, 2018, the Chief of Naval Operations and 17

Commandant of the Marine Corps shall provide to the 18

fense shall establish a Defense Siting Clearinghouse (in 9

this section referred to as the ‘Clearinghouse’).

‘‘(2) The Clearinghouse shall be— 11

‘‘(A) organized under the authority, direction, 12

and control of an Assistant Secretary of Defense 13

designated by the Secretary; and 14

‘‘(B) assigned such personnel and resources as 15

the Secretary considers appropriate to carry out this 16

section. 17

‘‘(b) FUNCTIONS.—(1) The Clearinghouse shall co-18

ordinate Department of Defense review of applications for 19

energy projects filed with the Secretary of Transportation 20

pursuant to section 44718 of title 49 and received by the 21

Department of Defense from the Secretary of Transpor-22

tation. 23

‘‘(2) The Clearinghouse shall accelerate the develop-24

ment of planning tools necessary to determine the accept-25
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ability to the Department of Defense of proposals included 1

in an application for an energy project submitted pursuant 2

to such section. 3

‘‘(3) The Clearinghouse shall perform such other 4

functions as the Secretary of Defense assigns. 5

‘‘(c) REVIEW OF PROPOSED ACTIONS.—(1) Not later 6

than 30 days after receiving from the Secretary of Trans-7

portation a proper application for an energy project under 8

section 44718 of title 49 that may have an adverse impact 9

on military operations and readiness, the Clearinghouse 10

shall conduct a preliminary review of such application. The 11

review shall— 12

‘‘(A) assess the likely scope, duration, and level 13

of risk of any adverse impact of such energy project 14

on military operations and readiness; and 15

‘‘(B) identify any feasible and affordable ac-16

tions that could be taken by the Department, the de-17

veloper of such energy project, or others to mitigate 18

the adverse impact and to minimize risks to national 19

security while allowing the energy project to proceed 20

with development. 21

‘‘(2) If the Clearinghouse determines under para-22

graph (1) that an energy project will have an adverse im-23

pact on military operations and readiness, the Clearing-24

house shall issue to the applicant a notice of presumed 25
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risk that describes the concerns identified by the Depart-1

ment in the preliminary review and requests a discussion 2

of possible mitigation actions. 3

‘‘(3) At the same time that the Clearinghouse issues 4

to the applicant a notice of presumed risk under para-5

graph (2), the Clearinghouse shall provide the same notice 6

to the governor of the State in which the project is located 7

and request that the governor provide the Clearinghouse 8

any comments the governor believes of relevance to the 9

application. The Secretary of Defense shall consider the 10

comments of the governor in the Secretary’s evaluation of 11

whether the project presents an unacceptable risk to the 12

national security of the United States and shall include 13

the comments with the determination provided to the Sec-14

retary of Transportation pursuant to section 44718(f) of 15

title 49. 16

‘‘(4) The Clearinghouse shall develop, in coordination 17

with other departments and agencies of the Federal Gov-18

ernment, an integrated review process to ensure timely no-19

tification and consideration of energy projects filed with 20

the Secretary of Transportation pursuant to section 44718 21

of title 49 that may have an adverse impact on military 22

operations and readiness. 23

‘‘(5) The Clearinghouse shall establish procedures for 24

the Department of Defense for the coordinated consider-25
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ation of and response to a request for a review received 1

from another Federal agency, a State government, an In-2

dian tribal government, a local government, a landowner, 3

or the developer of an energy project, including guidance 4

to personnel at each military installation in the United 5

States on how to initiate such procedures and ensure a 6

coordinated Department response. 7

‘‘(6) The Clearinghouse shall develop procedures for 8

conducting early outreach to parties carrying out energy 9

projects that could have an adverse impact on military op-10

erations and readiness and to clearly communicate to such 11

parties actions being taken by the Department of Defense 12

under this section. The procedures shall provide for filing 13

by such parties of a project area and preliminary project 14

layout at least one year before expected construction of 15

any project proposed within a military training route or 16

within line-of-sight of any air route surveillance radar or 17

airport surveillance radar operated or used by the Depart-18

ment of Defense in order to provide adequate time for 19

analysis and negotiation of mitigation options. Material 20

marked as proprietary or competition sensitive by a party 21

filing for this preliminary review shall be protected from 22

public release by the Department of Defense.

replicated anywhere else in the world; 15

(3) moving the fuel to another storage facility 16

in the Indo-Asia-Pacific would have implications for 17

the United States military force structure in the 18

State of Hawaii and put at risk billions of dollars in 19

annual economic activity that the Armed Forces 20

bring to the State of Hawaii; 21

(4) if the facility were closed, the United States 22

Armed Forces would be unable to support the Na-23

tional Military Strategy, including the goals of the 24
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United States Pacific Commander, and national se-1

curity interests would be significantly undermined; 2

(5) constant vigilance is required to ensure that 3

facility degradation and fuel leaks do not pose a 4

threat to the people of Hawaii, especially the drink-5

ing water on Oahu; and 6

(3) EXCEPTION.—A former cadet or mid-4

shipman whose medical disqualification as described 5

in paragraph (2)(B) is the result of the gross neg-6

ligence or misconduct of the former cadet or mid-7

shipman is not an eligible individual for purposes of 8

appointment under a pilot program.

(a) PILOT PROGRAM REQUIRED.— 13

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense 14

shall conduct a pilot program to assess the 15

feasability and advisability of assisting members of 16

the Armed Forces described in subsection (c) who 17

are undergoing the transition from active duty in the 18

Armed Forces to civilian life by accelerating and im-19

proving their access to employment following their 20

transition to civilian life through the coordination, 21

integration, and leveraging of existing programs and 22

authorities of the Department of Defense for such 23

purposes with programs and resources of State and 24

local agencies, institutions of higher education, em-25
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ployers, and other public, private, and nonprofit en-1

tities applicable to the pilot program.

(2) EXISTING COMMUNITY PROGRAMS AND RE-3

SOURCES.—For purposes of this section, existing 4

programs and resources of State and local agencies, 5

institutions of higher education, employers, and 6

other public, private, and nonprofit entities described 7

in paragraph (1) in the vicinity of a location of the 8

pilot program are referred to as the ‘‘existing com-9

munity programs and resources’’ in that vicinity. 10

(b) GOALS.—The goals of the pilot program shall be 11

as follows: 12

(1) To facilitate the coordination of existing 13

community programs and resources in the locations 14

of the pilot program in order to identify a model for 15

the coordination of such programs and authorities 16

that can be replicated nationwide in communities in 17

which members of the Armed Forces described in 18

subsection (c) are undergoing the transition from ac-19

tive duty to civilian life. 20

(2) To identify mechanisms by which the De-21

partment of Defense and existing community pro-22

grams and resources may work with employers and 23

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nize military training for credit for professional and 1

occupational licenses.

(4) A civilian community coordinator for the 3

pilot program, who shall be responsible for imple-4

mentation and execution of the pilot program for the 5

Department, and for coordinating existing commu-6

nity programs and resources, at such location by— 7

(A) pursuing a multi-faceted outreach and 8

engagement strategy that leverages relation-9

ships with appropriate public, private, and non-10

profit entities in the vicinity of such location for 11

(B) developing and implementing a pro-13

gram using existing resources, infrastructure, 14

and experience to maximize the benefits of the 15

following their transition to civilian life; 17

(iv) seek to secure for members of the 18

Armed Forces participating in the pilot 19

program maximum credit for prior military 20

service in their pursuit of civilian employ-21

ment following their transition to civilian 22

life; 23

(v) seek to eliminate unnecessary and 24

redundant elements of the training pro-25
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vided for purposes of the pilot program to 1

members of the Armed Forces partici-2

pating in the pilot program; 3

(vi) seek to minimize the time re-4

quired for members of the Armed Forces 5

participating in the pilot program in ob-6

taining skills, credentials, or certifications 7

required for civilian employment following 8

their transition to civilian life; and 9

(vii) provide for the continuous collec-10

tion of data and feedback from employers 11

in the vicinity of such location in order to 12

tailor training provided to members of the 13

Armed Forces for purposes of the pilot 14

program to meet the needs of such employ-15

ers. 16

(5) A plan of action for delivering additional 17

training and credentialing modules for members of 18

the Armed Forces described in subsection (c) in 19

order to seek to provide such members with skills 20

that are in high demand in the vicinity and region 21

of such location. 22

(f) REPORTS.— 23

(1) INITIAL REPORT.—Not later than one year 24

after the date of the commencement of the pilot pro-25
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gram, the Secretary shall submit to the Committees 1

on Armed Services of the Senate and the House of 2

Representatives a report on the pilot program. The 3

report shall include, for each location selected for 4

the pilot program pursuant to subsection (d), the 5

following: 6

(A) A full description of the pilot program, 7

including— 8

(i) the number of members of the 9

Armed Forces participating in the pilot 10

program; 11

(ii) the outreach to public, private, 12

and nonprofit entities conducted for pur-13

poses of the pilot program to encourage 14

such entities to participate in the pilot pro-15

gram; 16

(iii) the entities participating in the 17

pilot program, set forth by employment 18

sector; 19

(iv) the number of members partici-20

pating in the pilot program who obtained 21

employment with an entity participating in 22

the pilot program, set forth by employment 23

sector; 24
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(v) a description of any additional 1

training provided to members participating 2

in the pilot program for purposes of the 3

pilot program, including the amount of 4

time required for such additional training; 5

and 6

(vi) a description of the cost of the 7

pilot program. 8

(B) A current assessment of the effect of 9

the pilot program on Department of Defense 10

and community efforts to assist members of the 11

Armed Forces described in subsection (c) in ob-12

taining civilian employment following their tran-13

sition to civilian life. 14

(2) FINAL REPORT.—Not later than 90 days 15

before the date on which the pilot program termi-16

nates, the Secretary shall submit to the Committees 17

on Armed Services of the Senate and the House of 18

Representatives an update of the report submitted 19

under paragraph (1). 20

(g) CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this section may be 21

construed to authorize the Secretary to hire additional em-22

ployees for the Department of Defense to carry out the 23

pilot program.

Secretary of Defense, any other resources of the De-10

partment the Deputy Chief Management Officer 11

considers appropriate. 12

(d) REPORTS.— 13

(1) INTERIM REPORT.—Not later than one year 14

after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Dep-15

uty Chief Management Officer shall submit to the 16

congressional defense committees a report on the 17

progress of the Deputy Chief Management Officer in 18

establishing the data analytics capability. The report 19

shall include the following: 20

(A) A description and assessment of the ef-21

forts of the Deputy Chief Management Officer 22

through the date of the report to establish the 23

data analytics capability.

lected by the Department related to acquisition 10

program costs and activities for access and 11

analyses by the general public.

(F) Clarification by the Chief of Staff of 13

the Army, the Chief of Naval Operations, the 14

Chief of Staff of the Air Force, and the Com-15

mandant of the Marine Corps, in coordination 16

with the Under Secretary of Defense for Acqui-17

sition, Technology, and Logistics, of a con-18

sistent policy as to the role of data analytics in 19

establishing budgets and making milestone deci-20

sions for major defense acquisition programs.

(2) Specify the elements of the data integration 18

strategy. 19

(3) Specify the policies of the Department, if 20

any, to be modified or waived in order to facilitate 21

the carrying out of the data integration strategy by 22

enabling timely and continuous sharing of informa-23

tion needed to solve the challenge concerned. 24

(d) REPORT.— 25
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days 1

after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Sec-2

retary shall submit to the congressional defense com-3

mittees a report on the pilot programs to be carried 4

out under this section. 5

(2) ELEMENTS.—The report shall include the 6

following: 7

(A) A description of each pilot program, 8

including the challenge of the Department to be 9

addressed by such pilot program and the man-10

ner in which the data integration strategy 11

under such pilot program will address the chal-12

lenge.

(4) TIMING AND MANNER OF TRANSFER.—The 13

Secretary— 14

(A) may carry out the transfer required by 15

paragraph (1) at any time before the date spec-16

ified in subsection (b) that the Secretary con-17

siders appropriate for purposes of this section; 18

and 19

(B) shall carry out the transfer in a man-20

ner designed to minimize disruptions to the 21

conduct of background investigations for per-22

sonnel of the Department of Defense.

shall, in consultation with the Director of the Office 18

of Personnel Management, conduct a review of the 19

information technology capabilities of the National 20

Background Investigations System (NBIS) in order 21

to determine whether enhancements to such capabili-22

(A) Support for background investigations 24

pursuant to this section and section 951 of the 25

the transition and operation of the System as de-10

scribed in paragraph (1)(C), the Secretary shall, in 11

consultation with the Director, develop a common 12

component of the System usable for background in-13

vestigations by both the Defense Security Service 14

and the National Background Investigations Bu-15

reau. 16

(3) ENHANCEMENTS.—If the review pursuant 17

to paragraph (1) determines that enhancements de-18

scribed in that paragraph are required, the Sec-19

retary shall, in consultation with the Director, carry 20

out such enhancements.

(g) USE OF CERTAIN PRIVATE INDUSTRY DATA.— 22

In carrying out background and security investigations 23

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retary of Defense may use background materials collected 1

on individuals by the private sector, in accordance with 2

national policies and standards, that are applicable to such 3

(3) Drug screenings. 8

(4) Verifications of information on resumes and 9

employment applications (such as previous employ-10

ers, educational achievement, and educational insti-11

tutions attended).

(5) Other publicly available electronic informa-13

tion.

(h) SECURITY CLEARANCES FOR CONTRACTOR PER-15

SONNEL.— 16

porate insider threat data, tools, and capabili-4

ties into the new end-to-end vetting processes 5

and supporting information technology estab-6

lished by the Defense Security Service to ensure 7

a holistic and transformational approach to de-8

tecting, deterring, and mitigating threats posed 9

by trusted insiders. 10

(2) QUARTERLY BRIEFINGS.—Not later than 11

the end of each calendar year quarter after the date 12

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of De-13

fense shall provide the Committees on Armed Serv-14

ices of the Senate and the House of Representatives 15

a briefing on the progress of the Secretary in car-16

rying out the requirements of this section during 17

such calendar year quarter. Until the backlog of se-18

curity clearance applications at the National Back-19

ground Investigations Bureau is eliminated, each 20

quarterly briefing shall also include the current sta-21

tus of the backlog and the resulting mission and re-22

source impact to the Department of Defense and the 23

defense industrial base.

tions under title IV shall not be counted toward the 16

dollar limitation in paragraph (2). 17

(b) LIMITATIONS.—The authority provided by sub-18

(1) may only be used to provide authority for 20

items that have a higher priority than the items 21

from which authority is transferred; and 22

(2) may not be used to provide authority for an 23

item that has been denied authorization by Con-24

gress. 25

partnerships among Department and 9

interagency partners to enable more 10

effective whole-of-government oper-11

ations in the information environment. 12

(XIII) Establish and maintain 13

appropriate interaction with entities 14

that are not part of the Federal Gov-15

ernment, including entities in indus-16

try, entities in academia, Federally 17

funded research and development cen-18

ters, and other organizations, to en-19

able operations in the information en-20

vironment.

(XIV) Establish and maintain 22

(I) Current and projected capabilities of 8

other Armed Forces that could affect force 9

structure capability and capacity requirements 10

of the Air Force. 11

(d) STUDY RESULTS.—The results of each study 12

under this section shall— 13

(1) identify a force-sizing construct for the Air 14

Force that connects national security strategy to air-15

craft inventories; 16

(2) present the alternative aircraft inventories 17

considered, with assumptions and possible scenarios 18

identified for each; 19

(3) provide for presentation of minority views of 20

study participants; and 21

(4) for the recommended inventories, provide— 22

(A) the numbers and types of aircraft, the 23

numbers and types of manned and unmanned 24
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aircraft, and the basic capabilities of each of 1

such platforms; 2

(B) describe the force-sizing rationale used 3

information sharing. 16

(3) To restrict investments described in para-17

graph (1) by countries of special concern in critical 18

technologies and emerging technologies that are 19

foundational for maintaining the United States tech-20

nological advantage. 21

(c) ANALYSIS OF ISSUES.—The plan and rec-22

ommendations required by subsection (a) shall be based 23

upon the results of an analysis of issues as follows: 24
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(1) Whether the current interagency vetting 1

processes and policies place adequate focus on the 2

country of origin of each transaction, particularly 3

when it is a country of special concern, and whether 4

certain transactions emanating from those countries 5

should be presumed to pose certain risks to the abil-6

ity of the Department to defend the nation.

(2) What are the current or projected major 8

vulnerabilities of the Department pertaining to for-9

eign investment, including in the areas of cybersecu-10

rity, reliance on foreign suppliers in the supply chain 11

for defense equipment, limitations on access to cer-12

tain materials that are essential for national defense, 13

and the use of transportation assets and other crit-14

ical infrastructure for training, mobilizing, and de-15

ploying forces. 16

(3) Whether the current interagency vetting 17

process for foreign investments— 18

(A) requires additional resources in order 19

to be effective; 20

(B) permits the Department adequate time 21

to thoroughly review transactions to conduct 22

national security threat assessments and also 23

determine the impacts of transactions on na-24

tional defense; 25
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(C) adequately takes into account risks to 1

the ability of the Department to defend the na-2

(e) REPORTS.— 10

SEC. 1101. PILOT PROGRAM ON ENHANCED PERSONNEL 18

MANAGEMENT SYSTEM FOR CYBERSECURITY 19

AND LEGAL PROFESSIONALS IN THE DEPART-20

MENT OF DEFENSE. 21

(a) PILOT PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of 22

Defense shall carry out within the Department of Defense 23

a pilot program to assess the feasability and advisability 24

of an enhanced personnel management system in accord-25
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ance with this section for cybersecurity and legal profes-1

sionals in the Department described in subsection (b) who 2

enter civilian service with the Department on or after Jan-3

uary 1, 2020. 4

(b) CYBERSECURITY AND LEGAL PROFESSIONALS.— 5

(1) IN GENERAL.—The cybersecurity and legal 6

professionals described in this subsection are the fol-7

lowing: 8

(A) Civilian cybersecurity professionals in 9

the Department of Defense consisting of civilian 10

personnel engaged in or directly supporting 11

planning, commanding and controlling, training, 12

developing, acquiring, modifying, and operating 13

systems and capabilities, and military units and 14

intelligence organizations (other than those 15

funded by the National Intelligence Program) 16

that are directly engaged in or used for offen-17

sive and defensive cyber and information war-18

fare or intelligence activities in support thereof. 19

(B) Civilian legal professionals in the De-20

partment occupying legal or similar positions, 21

as determined by the Secretary of Defense for 22

purposes of the pilot program, that require eli-23

gibility to practice law in a State or territory of 24

the United States. 25
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(2) INAPPLICABILITY TO SES POSITIONS.—The 1

pilot program shall not apply to positions within the 2

Senior Executive Service under subchapter VIII of 3

chapter 53 of title 5, United States Code. 4

(c) DIRECT-APPOINTMENT AUTHORITY.— 5

(1) INAPPLICABILITY OF GENERAL CIVIL SERV-6

ICE APPOINTMENT AUTHORITIES TO APPOINT-7

MENTS.—Under the pilot program, the Secretary of 8

Defense, with respect to the Defense Agencies, and 9

the Secretary of the military department concerned, 10

with respect to the military departments, may ap-11

point qualified candidates as cybersecurity and legal 12

professionals without regard to the provisions of 13

subchapter I of chapter 33 of title 5, United States 14

Code. 15

(2) APPOINTMENT ON DIRECT-HIRE BASIS.— 16

Appointments under the pilot program shall be made 17

on a direct-hire basis. 18

(d) TERM APPOINTMENTS.— 19

(1) RENEWABLE TERM APPOINTMENTS.—Each 20

individual shall serve with the Department of De-21

fense as a cybersecurity or legal professional under 22

the pilot program pursuant to an initial appointment 23

to service with the Department for a term of not less 24

than 2 years nor more than 8 years.

(B) Eligibility for enrollment in a health 10

benefits plan under chapter 89 of title 5, 11

United States Code (commonly referred as the 12

‘‘Federal Employees Health Benefits Pro-13

gram’’). 14

(C) Eligibility for and subject to the em-15

ployment protections of subpart F of part III of 16

title 5, United States Code, relating to merit 17

principles and protections. 18

(D) Eligibility for the protections of chap-19

ter 81, of title 5, United States Code, relating 20

to workers compensation. 21

(2) SCOPE OF RIGHTS AND BENEFITS.—In ad-22

ministering the pilot program, the Secretary of De-23

fense shall specify, and from time to time update, a 24

comprehensive description of the rights and benefits 25
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of individuals serving with the Department under 1

the pilot program pursuant to this subsection and of 2

the provisions of law under which such rights and 3

benefits arise. 4

(f) COMPENSATION.— 5

(1) BASIC PAY.—Individuals serving with the 6

Department of Defense as cybersecurity or legal pro-7

fessionals under the pilot program shall be paid 8

basic pay for such service in accordance with a 9

schedule of pay prescribed by the Secretary of De-10

fense for purposes of the pilot program. 11

(2) TREATMENT AS BASIC PAY.—Basic pay 12

payable under the pilot program shall be treated for 13

all purposes as basic pay paid under the provisions 14

of title 5, United States Code. 15

(3) PERFORMANCE AWARDS.—Individuals serv-16

ing with the Department as cybersecurity or legal 17

professionals under the pilot program may be award-18

ed such performance awards for outstanding per-19

formance as the Secretary shall prescribe for pur-20

poses of the pilot program. The performance awards 21

may include a monetary bonus, time off with pay, or 22

such other awards as the Secretary considers appro-23

priate for purposes of the pilot program.

Trade with all parts of the world’’, freedom of seas 14

and promotion of international commerce have been 15

core security interests of the United States. 16

(2) Article I, section 8 of the Constitution of 17

the United States establishes enumerated powers for 18

Congress, which include regulating commerce with 19

foreign nations, punishing piracies and felonies com-20

mitted on the high seas and offenses against the law 21

of nations, and providing and maintaining a Navy. 22

(3) For centuries, the United States has main-23

tained a commitment to ensuring the right to free-24
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dom of navigation for all law-abiding parties in every 1

region of the world. 2

(4) In support of international law, the long-3

standing United States commitment to freedom of 4

navigation and ensuring the free access to sea lanes 5

to promote global commerce remains a core security 6

interest of the United States. 7

(5) This is particularly true in areas of the 8

world that are critical transportation corridors and 9

key routes for global commerce, such as the South 10

China Sea and the East China Sea, through which 11

a significant portion of global commerce transits. 12

(6) The consistent exercise of freedom of navi-13

gation operations and overflights by United States 14

naval and air forces throughout the world plays a 15

critical role in safeguarding the freedom of the seas 16

for all lawful nations, supporting international law, 17

and ensuring the continued safe passage and pro-18

motion of global commerce and trade. 19

(b) DECLARATION OF POLICY.—It is the policy of the 20

United States to fly, sail, and operate throughout the 21

oceans, seas, and airspace of the world wherever inter-22

national law allows. 23
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(c) IMPLEMENTATION OF POLICY.—In furtherance of 1

the policy set forth in subsection (b), the Secretary of De-2

fense shall— 3

(1) plan and execute a robust series of routine 4

and regular naval presence missions and freedom of 5

navigation operations (FONOPs) throughout the 6

world, including for critical transportation corridors 7

and key routes for global commerce; 8

(2) execute, in such critical transportation cor-9

ridors, routine and regular naval presence missions 10

and maritime freedom of navigation operations 11

throughout the year; 12

(3) in addition to the operations executed pur-13

suant to paragraph (2), execute routine and regular 14

maritime freedom of navigation operations through-15

out the year, in accordance with international law, 16

including the use of expanded military options and 17

maneuvers beyond innocent passage; and 18

(4) to the maximum extent practicable, execute 19

freedom of navigation operations pursuant to this 20

subsection with regional partner countries and allies 21

of the United States. 22

SEC. 1266. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 23

(3) a tribunal determined ‘‘that China had vio-11

lated the Philippines’ sovereign rights in its exclusive 12

economic zone by (a) interfering with Philippine 13

fishing and petroleum exploration, (b) constructing 14

artificial islands and (c) failing to prevent Chinese 15

fishermen from fishing in the zone,’’ and that ‘‘Chi-16

nese law enforcement vessels had unlawfully created 17

a serious risk of collision when they physically ob-18

structed Philippine vessels’’; 19

(4) the arbitral tribunal award of July 2016 20

stated that there is ‘‘no legal basis for China to 21

claim historic rights to resources within the sea 22

areas falling within the nine-dash line’’; and 23

(5) the United States should play a vital role in 24

securing the South China Sea and ensuring freedom 25
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of navigation and overflight for all countries by un-1

dertaking freedom of navigation operations on a reg-2

ular and consistent basis, as well as maintaining 3

persistent presence operations in the region. 4

SEC. 1267. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 5

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED 6

STATES AND JAPAN. 7

It is the sense of Congress that— 8

(1) the United States and Japan are indispen-9

sable partners in tackling global challenges, and 10

have pledged significant support for efforts to 11

counter violent extremism (including the threat of 12

the Islamic State), combat the proliferation of weap-13

ons of mass destruction, prevent piracy, and assist 14

the victims of conflict and disaster worldwide; 15

(2) the security alliance between the United 16

States and Japan has evolved considerably over 17

many decades and will continue to transform as a 18

partnership, sharing greater responsibilities, dedi-19

cated to ensuring a secure and prosperous Asia-Pa-20

cific region and world; 21

(3) the alliance between the United States and 22

Japan is essential for ensuring maritime security 23

and freedom of navigation, commerce, and overflight 24

in the waters of the East China Sea; 25
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(4) Japan, a cornerstone of peace in the Asia- 1

Pacific region, stands as a strong partner of the 2

United States in efforts to uphold respect for the 3

rule of law and to oppose the use of coercion, intimi-4

dation, or force to change the regional or global sta-5

tus quo, including in the East China Sea and the 6

South China Sea, which are among the busiest wa-7

terways in the world; 8

(5) the United States and Japan are committed 9

to working together towards a world in which the 10

Democratic People’s Republic of Korea (DPRK) 11

does not threaten global peace and security with its 12

weapons of mass destruction and illicit activities, 13

and in which it respects human rights and its people 14

can live in freedom; 15

(6) the alliance between the United States and 16

Japan should be strengthened to maintain peace and 17

stability in the Asia-Pacific region and beyond, to 18

confront emerging challenges, and to safeguard mar-19

itime security and ensure freedom of navigation, 20

commerce, and overflight in the East China Sea and 21

the South China Sea; 22

(7) although the United States Government 23

does not take a position on sovereignty of the 24

Senkaku Islands, the United States acknowledges 25
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that the islands are under the administration of 1

Japan and opposes any unilateral actions that would 2

seek to undermine their administration by Japan; 3

and 4

(8) the unilateral actions of a third party will 5

not affect the United States acknowledgment of the 6

administration of Japan over the Senkaku Islands, 7

and the United States remains committed under the 8

Treaty of Mutual Cooperation and Security with 9

Japan to respond to any armed attack in the terri-10

tories under the administration of Japan. 11

SEC. 1268. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF 12

THE UNITED STATES ALLIANCE WITH THE 13

REPUBLIC OF KOREA. 14

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-15

ings: 16

(1) The Government of North Korea has re-17

peatedly violated its commitments to the complete, 18

verifiable, and irreversible dismantlement of its nu-19

clear weapons programs. 20

(2) Based on its past actions, including the 21

transfer of sensitive nuclear and missile technology 22

to state sponsors of terrorism, North Korea poses a 23

grave risk for the proliferation of nuclear weapons 24

and other weapons of mass destruction. 25

(4) The United States has not faced a more di-16

verse and complex array of crises and threats, in-17

cluding the emergence of competitors like Russia 18

and China, increasingly unstable threats from North 19

Korea and Iran, and the continued threat from 20

transnational violent extremist groups like the Is-21

lamic State and al–Qaeda. 22

(5) The strain of a decreased military budget 23

has decreased capability at precisely the time when 24

demand for United States military strength has in-25

creased. 26
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(6) Fifteen years of continuous war has stymied 1

military modernization, focused training on asym-2

metrical warfare over large-scale conflicts. 3

(7) Secretary of Defense James Mattis stated 4

that ‘‘alliances provide avenues for peace, fostering 5

the conditions for economic growth with countries 6

that share the same vision, while tempering the 7

plans of those who would attack other nations or try 8

to impose their will over the less powerful’’. 9

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Con-10

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(5) as the United States manages multiple stra-1

tegic challenges, our enduring strength remains in 2

alliances and expand them, and will take no ally for 6

granted.

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(2) SUBCONTRACTS.—A prime contractor on a 1

SEC. 1621. POLICY OF THE UNITED STATES ON CYBER-11

SPACE, CYBERSECURITY, AND CYBER WAR-12

FARE. 13

(a) IN GENERAL.—It shall be the policy of the United 14

States, with respect to matters pertaining to cyberspace, 15

cybersecurity, and cyber warfare, that the United States 16

should employ all instruments of national power, including 17

the use of offensive cyber capabilities, to deter if possible, 18

and respond when necessary, to any and all cyber attacks 19

or other malicious cyber activities that target United 20

States interests with the intent to— 21

(1) cause casualties among United States per-22

sons or persons of our allies; 23

(2) significantly disrupt the normal functioning 24

of United States democratic society or government 25
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(including attacks against critical infrastructure that 1

(3) threaten the command and control of the 4

United States Armed Forces, the freedom of maneu-5

ver of the United States Armed Forces, or the in-6

dustrial base or other infrastructure on which the 7

United States Armed Forces rely to defend United 8

States interests and commitments; or 9

(4) achieve an effect, whether individually or in 10

aggregate, comparable to an armed attack or imperil 11

a vital interest of the United States. 12

(b) RESPONSE OPTIONS.—In carrying out the policy 13

set forth in subsection (a), the United States shall plan, 14

develop, and demonstrate response options to address the 15

full range of potential cyber attacks on United States in-16

terests that could be conducted by potential adversaries 17

of the United States. 18

(c) DENIAL OPTIONS.—In carrying out the policy set 19

forth in subsection (a) through response options developed 20

pursuant to subsection (b), the United States shall, to the 21

greatest extent practicable, prioritize the defensibility and 22

resiliency against cyber attacks and malicious cyber activi-23

ties described in subsection (a) of infrastructure critical 24
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to the political integrity, economic security, and national 1

security of the United States. 2

(d) COST-IMPOSITION OPTIONS.—In carrying out the 3

policy set forth in subsection (a) through response options 4

developed pursuant to subsection (b), the United States 5

shall develop and demonstrate, or otherwise make known 6

to adversaries of the existence of, cyber capabilities to im-7

pose costs on any foreign power targeting the United 8

States or United States persons with a cyber attack or 9

malicious cyber activity described in subsection (a). 10

(e) MULTI-PRONG RESPONSE.—In carrying out the 11

policy set forth in subsection (a) through response options 12

developed pursuant to subsection (b), the United States 13

shall— 14

(1) devote immediate and sustained attention to 15

boosting the cyber resilience of critical United States 16

strike systems (including cyber, nuclear, and non-nu-17

clear systems) in order to ensure the United States 18

can credibly threaten to impose unacceptable costs 19

in response to even the most sophisticated large- 20

scale cyber attack; 21

(2) develop offensive cyber capabilities and spe-22

cific plans and strategies to put at risk targets most 23

valued by adversaries of the United States and their 24

key decision makers; 25
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(3) enhance attribution capabilities to reduce 1

the time required to positively attribute an attack 2

with high confidence; and 3

(4) develop intelligence and offensive cyber ca-4

pabilities to detect, disrupt, and potentially expose 5

malicious cyber activities. 6

(f) POLICIES RELATING TO OFFENSIVE CYBER CA-7

PABILITIES AND SOVEREIGNTY.—It is the policy of the 8

United States that, when a cyber attack or malicious cyber 9

activity transits or otherwise relies upon the networks or 10

infrastructure of a third country— 11

(1) the United States shall, to the greatest ex-12

tent practicable, notify and encourage the govern-13

ment of that country to take action to eliminate the 14

shall conduct a comprehensive review of the cyber posture 5

of the United States for the next 5 to 10 years. The Sec-6

retary shall conduct the review in consultation with the 7

Director of National Intelligence, the Attorney General, 8

the Secretary of the Department of Homeland Security, 9

and the Secretary of State.

(e) SERVICES AND EXPERTISE.—In conducting the 19

2015, by Iran and by the People’s Republic of 16

China, France, Germany, the Russian Federa-17

tion, the United Kingdom, and the United 18

States; and 19

(B) continued to advance a ballistic missile 20

program that has been condemned by the 21

United Nations; 22

(4) the People’s Republic of China has— 23

(A) built up military outposts on artificial 24

islands in the South China Sea; 25
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(B) mass-produced missiles capable of 1

striking United States aircraft carriers and 2

military installations in the Pacific; 3

(C) expanded its delivery systems to in-4

clude ballistic missile submarines, which can 5

hold the United States homeland at risk and 6

potentially can destabilize the strategic stability 7

of Southeast Asia; and 8

(D) continued to test anti-satellite weap-9

ons, according to the Department of State; and 10

(5) advances in technology and capabilities re-11

lated to the cyber domain, applications of artificial 12

intelligence, and space have further complicated the 13

delicate balance of deterrence that has been in place 14

since the Cold War.

SEC. 2824. LAND EXCHANGE, NAVAL INDUSTRIAL ORD-12

NANCE RESERVE PLANT, SUNNYVALE, CALI-13

FORNIA. 14

(a) LAND EXCHANGE AUTHORIZED.—The Secretary 15

of the Navy (‘‘Secretary’’) may convey to an entity (‘‘Ex-16
